Arctic Trip 
Led By Byrd 


Dunedin, New Zealand—UP)—Kear 


Admiral Richard E. Byrd sees Ant- 
arctica as "bis enough for all." 


He so declared here today in a 


speech referring to American' claims 
in those regions, explaining that the 
American claim lay entirely outside 
the Ross dependency over to the east 
and that there was nothing in the 
situation likely to cause controversy. 


"We are more interested in good 


fellowship and sportsmanship with 
you in our 
common 
investigation 


down there than we are with any 
claims in Antarctica," he added. 


(The Ross dependency is a British 


settlement under the jurisdiction of 
the governor general of New Zea- 
land.) 


Dunetlin, N. Z. —UP)— The pos- 


sibility that Rear Admiral Richard 
Byrd will take another expedition 
teto the Antarctic was foreseen here 
today. 


Admiral Byrd In an 
interview 


said: "If I were to say what I am 
going to do next, my remarks would 
cause a sensation." 


Although the intrepid 
explorer, 


who returned Monday after more 
than a year at the bottom, of the 
world during which he flew over the 
South pole, declined to commit him- 
self further, the trend of events here 
and feeling 'among hig party indi- 
cate that he hopes to return to the 
Antarctic to make further explora- 
tions east of the Ross sea. 


Although Norwegian and other ex- 


peditions are now working west of 
the sea, it was pointed out that 
there are still vast territories unex- 
plored, notably between the Bay of 
"Whales and Deception island, the 
latter the base of Sir Hubert "vVil- 
kiiis in his Antarctic flights. 


"I feel under obligations to those 


who have donated material to this 
expedition," Byrd said, "and all un 
used soar will be returned to them."

BUYER'S GUILT 
IS BASIS OF 
U. S. APPEAL 


Move to Determine if Con- 


spiracy Exists — Trans- 


portation Not Involved 


Washington —UP)— The 
depart- 


ment of justice today carried to the 
supreme court a test case to deter- 
mine whether the purchaser of in- 
toxicating liquor is guilty of con- 
spiracy. 


The government already has pend- 


ing before the court a case involving 
a conspiracy between 
a purchaser 


and a seller to transport intoxicating 
liquors. 


In announcing the filing of the 


second case to determine whether 
the 
purchasing 
of 
intoxicating 


liquors for beverage purposes is of 
itself a violation of the prohibition 
act, the department said tho action 
was taken in view of the diversity of 
opinion of various 
judges 
on the 


question. 


STARTED IN BOSTON 


The new test case involves the 


charges against James E. Farrar, 
who was held by Judge Morton in 
Boston not to have been guilty of a 
crime in purchasing liquor. 


Judge Morton sustained the con- 


tention of Farrar's counsel, that Sec- 
tion 6, Title 2 of the National Pro- 
hibition act, under which the govern- 
ment sought to convict him, referred 
only,to those legally entitled to buy 
and sell liquor under permits, such 
as druggists and hospitals. 
This 


section of the act says in substance 
that no person shall 
sell, barter, 


transport or purchase liquor without 
first obtaining a permit. 


Judge Morton held further that 


the enforcement section of the Vol- 
stead act is Section 3 and that this 
section clearly eliminates any liabil- 
ity of any kind for the purchase of 
liquor.

BRITAIN, U. S. 
TAKING STAND 
AGAINST PACT 


"There Will Be No Weaken- 


ing," French Unofficial 


Statement Says 


London — (fl>)— Indications today 


we5re that the French' delegation to 
th« five power naval conference had 
decided to remain adamant In Its de- 
mand for a navy of 724,000 tons or 
the consent of the other four powers 
to a, pact guaranteeing French se- 
curity. 
This information followed the au- 


thoritative American statement that 
the United States could not partici- 
pate even In an agreement to con- 
sult with the other power* In the 
event French security Is threatened, 
much less sign a military pact. It 
was understood, also that the British 
cabinet. had .assumed a similar posi- 
tion, warning its conference delega- 
tion that no further political en- 
tanglements would be countenanced. 
• The developments, all of which 
liave come rather rapidly since re- 
turn of a French delegation heve, 
headed by Arlstide Eriand, French 
foreign minister, threatened a most 
serious impasse for the conference, 
and clouded hopes that a five power 
treaty limiting sea armaments at 
any consignable figure 
would be 


evolved. 


A Frenchman close to his coun- 


try's delegation here declared: 


"There will be no weakening. 
1 "The French attitude is that they 
niuet have the right to build this 
tonnage even though they probably 
never will build it. It appears that 
they will put all .their cards, on the 
table and go bach to Paris with their 
original tonnage figures unless some 
sort of security pact Is forthcoming; 
this latter seems extremely doubt- 
ful. 


STHJL EXPECT AGREEMENT 


'• "This stand of the French does 
not mean that some sort of agree- 
ment will not be reached. In fact, 
the French believe a five 
power 


agreement is probable containing at 
least three points: A further battle- 
ship holiday; second, adoption -of the 
t-heory of limitation by category ton- 
iiage; and third, humanization of 
Submarines. There is general agree- 
ment among the five powers on these 
points. 
'. "Again the French feel practically 
sure that American, Great Britain 
and Japan will sign some sort of a 
three-power pact, which already has 
been discussed here quietly, it is true 
}}Ut seriously. The French wHi not 
disapprove of this three-power agree- 
ment in any T\ay because they be- 
lieve it will be some sort of extension 
of the existing Pacific pact. 


"But the important thing to them 


is that they AVill be permitted to go 
home with the right to build what- 
ever fleet their needs require with 
further eff Drts at actual limitation 
p,nd reduction to be left to the league 
oE nations, AVhich in the French 
fv-icw, is the proper functionary to 
"undertake arms reduction anyway. 
• "This apparently will 
suit Italy 


which will not sign any treaty not 
giving her theatorical parly with 
France. In other words, as far as 
fleet figures arei concerned, it would 
appear that France and Italy are 
out of the conference although 
a 


week or ten clays may be required 
to complete telling of the story." 


The American fatand in opposition 


e\ en to some sort of consulative

LLOYD GEORGE TRYS 


COMEBACK 


David Lloyd George shows signs of 


coming back to life politically. 
The 


leader of a. patty which has been all 
but obliterated by the growth of'the 
Labor, party, he finds an opportunity 
for revenge in calling to account"-the 
MacDonald government for its failure 
to improve the industrial situation and 
reduce unemployment. 
In launching 


an attack upon the labor ministry he 
declared' that unemployment'had in- 
creased, by nearly half a million since 
it came into power. He argued with 
much force that it was proving its in- 
competence to "deal with this very seri- 
ous problem. 


Whatever its justification, may have-', 


been at the outset, the dole system is 
largely responsible for England's ecp- 
nomic predicament. It has steadily in- 
creased unemployment instead of re- 
ducing it. Joblessness is getting to be 
a regular job in England; or, as a Brit- 
ish Laborite expresses it; "unemploy- 
ment has become a trade." The dole is 
what has made this possible. In some 
of the British industrial "cities, Shef- 
field, for instance, nearly a fifth-of the 
normally working population are reg- 
istered as unemployed. In Great Brit- 
ain the most reliable statistics indicate 
that more than 1,500,000 men are out 
'of work, and approximately 1,000,000 
permanently so. They are retarding 
the 
country's 
industrial 
progress, 


saddling it with unusual expenses and 
doing themselves no goocT. 


Mr. Lloyd George has struck at a 


vulnerable spot in 
British domestic 


policy since the war. It may be that 
the labor government will be turned 
out of office on this very 
issue, al- 


though it is unlikely that the opposi- 
tion will force a vote of confidence on 
a question of sufficient importance to 
cause the prime minister's overthrow 
until the disarmament conference is 
Concluded. There is ipthing to be said 
for the dole system except in rare in- 
stances as a 
temporary emergency 


measure. The same may be-said of un- 
employment insurance. It is attractive 
in theory, but it is a burden to any 
country unless it is combined with 
some system of industrial statesman- 
ship which keeps dependence from be- 
coming chronic and permanent. 


There ought to be enough 
states- 


manship in Great Britain to solve its 
unemployment problem. If it cannot 
be done through colonization of Eng- 
land's vast outlying possessions, it can

HUMANITY AND MACHINES 
If the development of America's ma- 


chine civilization has ever 
bothered 


you, 
you might do well to spend a 


little time with Michael Pupin's little 
book, "Romance of the Machine." 
, Prof. Pupin, one of the foremost scien- 
tists in the country, undertakes, in this 
book, to answer those European and 
domestic critics who believe that this 
nation, because of its dependence on 
machines, is giving way to a sordid, 
soul-killing materialism. 


The whole development of the ma- 


chine, from the invention of the steam 
engine down to the latest refinement 
of the radio, is nothing at all—says 
Prof. Pupin—but the development of 
man's understanding of nature. Every 
machine - that is used is. simply an 
adaptation on the part of mankind, of 
some natural force that has 
always 


been in existence. 


"The invention of the steam 
en- 


gine," he- writes, "gave man a crude 
copy only of the cosmic engine. 
The 


mind of man, and-his awkward hand, 
can neve"r do more.- than make a crude 
copy of nature's subtle ways... The en-- 
ergy of the flame* under the boiler of 
the engine Is a morsel of the solar en- 
ergy -stored up in the carbon of na- 
ture's scrapped machines—wood, coal, 
,oil.- The flame is a tiny terrestrial off- 
spring of the solar flame of the cosmic 
engine.'' 


This truth, as Prof. Pupin sees it, 


holds go*od all along the line. "Moving- 
matter in the steam engine and in its 
offspring, the gas engine, and moving 
electricity in the electrical machines,- 
supply the propelling force to . our 
modern civilization," he says. "The 
energy of their motion feeds upon the 
energy morsels which solar radiation 
brought from heaven to earth, and 
which the earth stored up as coal and 
oil in the guarded depths of her bosom. 
These stored-up treasures waited,mil- 
lions of years until nature's lessons 
taught man how to use them. It is un- 
thinkable that man, aided by these 
heaven-born machines, and by the ce- 
lestial energy which drives them and 
'guided by the" loving "hand of nature, 
should use all these heavenly gifts for 
the purpose of creating a civilization 
which will fill the soul of mankind 
with sordid materialism." 


Prof. Pupin's book is rather impor- 


tant. It sounds a note that we need to 
have struck again and again. For our 
machines have put us to traveling at a 
rapid clip. A great many people are 
busy assuring us that we are only 
rushing down a steep place into the 
sea. We need a strong voice like Prof. 
Pupin's to reassure us. 
The present 


age, above all others, ought to be char- 
acterized by hope, optimism, expectan- 
cy. Our prophets of gloom are the be- 
wildered holdovers from a former gen- 
eration. It is time we let our scientists 
speak.

Spring Pruning Of Shrubs 
Should Be Done Quite Early 


Since the walls of the outdoor liv- 


ing room are composed, for the most 
part, of shrubs. It is essential, If ev- 
eryone is to obtain the most from 
Ms planting, to understand the care 
of shrubbery. 
The most important 


annual attention probably lies in the 
pruning of shrubs, and special con- 
sideration should be given to this 
phase of their maintenance. 


Most species 
of shrubs may 
be 


pruned to advantage either in mid- 
summer or early spring. 
Summer 


pruning should be done soon after 
the year's growth is completed, and 
this point is reached earlier than 
most people realize. The advantage 
of summer pruning is that you lose 
none of the spring blossoms. 


"Winter pruning Is, however, the 


commoner practice, especially among 
those who are not expert horticultur- 
ists. A common mistake consists in 
delaying this pruning until too late 
in the season. As soon as the snow 
begins to disappear, and preferably 
before it is all gone, during the very 
first warm and sunny days, the an- 
nual pruning should be made. It is 
most dangerous to every shrub to 
put this work off until the buds are 
bursting, the birds singing, and e,v- 
eryone 
eagerly 
beginning their 


spring activities. To wait this long 
may even be fatal. 


If your pruning is to be properly 


done, you must, of course, have the 
proper equipment. 
A pair of ordi- 


nary hand-pruning shears is very 
useful in taking care of shrubs and 
may possibly answer 
every 
need, 


especially if there is a small saw 
handy for cutting old or tough wood. 


There is one general rule to be 


observed in the pruning of shrub- 


bery. That is, prune at the bottom, 
not much at the top. 


Young, vigorous, 
health 
shrubs 


keep throwing v.p now shoots from 
tlio'base, but if c;u-h plant is left 
year after year without 
thinning, 


soon there is no room 
for 
young 


sprouts. 
Since the entire plant is 


shaded and choked by the old steins, 
young growth ceases. 


However, if the older stems are 


cut out bodily,' their placee are soon 
taken by new growth. 
Thus the 


entire shrub constantly renews it- 
self and remains young and lovely 
indefinitely. The common method of 
prunntng »t the top 
causes the 


shrub 
to become 
an unattractive 


"leggy" mass of gnarled old wood 
bearing a minimum of flowers and 
foliage. 


Consequently, you should remove 


the oldest stems at 
each annual 


pruning. 
These should be cut out 


clear right down to the level of the 
ground, or as nearly to that point as 
possible. 


It Is only for formal effects that 


shrubs are pruned by snipping off 
the tips of all branches, as, for ex- 
ample, the evergreen Boxes and Baj 
trees and hedges.

Heredity Is No Cause Of 


Cancer, Society Reports 


Madison — There are 
some dis- 


eases that, are due to heredity but 
cancer is not one of them. As a re- 
sult of scientific investigations con- 
ducted over a. number of years, the 
conclusions lias been reached 
that 


cancer is directly traceable to other 
causes in which heredity plays no 
part. Some people are more suscep- 
tible to certain diseases than others, 
but this is not necessarily a heredi- 
tary trait according to the education- 
al committee of the etateimedical so- 
ciety in-a bulletin issued today. 


"Many have wondered, and some 


have stated, that cancer is a heredi- 
tary disease; that is, a trait handed 
on from one generation to another; 
a taint in the breed, so to speak," 
declares the medical society bulletin. 
"Scientific 
investigation 
does not 


support any such unqualified state- 
ment. Cancer is not a. disease where 
any of the laws of inheritance yet 
known can be applied to predict 
about the development of cancer in 
a person, even though the family his- 
tory for 
several generations 
is 


known. Moreover, if one studies the 
inheritance of a. group of • patients 
with cancer and compares them with 
a. similar group of patients who have

grade bonds. This is the condition 
•which obtained so conspicuously in 
the bull market ot last summer and 
it has been restored In part at least 
by the recovery since the break. 


The reasons for this 
preference 


shown by Investors to the stocks of 
the electric light and power, of i:he 
gas and of the telephone companies 
are not hard to understand. This is 
the one class of securities on which 
earnings show continuous increases 
all the benefit of which goes to the 
common stocks. The return on the 
bonds and on the preferred stocks is 
fixed and the larger margin of in- 
come accrues to the common and to 
the common alone.

Badger football for a generation be- 
iieve that Norsky would have been 
equally outstanding had he played 
at any time in Wisconsin's football 
hibtory. Personally, I consider him 
the greatest half who ever wore the 
cardinal—a back without a fault or 
weakness. 


Xorsky played four years in cardi- 


nal gridiron gear and was a star 
throughout his career. He entered 
the University of Wisconsin in 
the 


fall of 1S9S, from Fargo, N. D.,; and 
he came without any great athletic 
reputation. Within a few days, how- 
ever, Al Larson was the talk of the 
campus. 


Most of the great '97 team 
had 


raduated and Coach Phil King had 


to build a new team around 
Art 


Curtis and Pat O'Dea. But it soon 
became evident that a nuw star had 
been added to the Badger football 
firmament in this Fargo towhcad. 
King developed a really fine team 
out of otherwise mediocre material 
that fall, defeating Minnesota 29-0 
and Northwestern 47-0 and losing on- 
ly to Chicago, by a score of 6-0. In 
all these games, Larson scintillated 
briKhtly. 


The stocky Norwegian from the 


wide open spaces could do everything 
asked of a halfback.

Once in the open 
he was as elusive as an eel and when 
fairly cornered by a tackier, he drove 
into him like a wild bull.

player, a bulldog for courage, prac- 
tically immune to injury and a team 
player if there ever was one.

build Larson was of medium height 
and his playing weight ranged from 
158 to 165 pounds. 


Encouraged by the showing of the 


green '98 team nd counting on a 
splendid quota of returning veterans, 
Wisconsin scheduled an early game 
with Yale at New Haven for the fol- 
lowing fall.

1900 and 1901. He was uniformly ef- 
fective against all opponents and was 
a universal choice as an All-Western 
halfback. Against Minnesota in 1900 
ho gained more than half the ground 
the Badgers made and it was the 
same the next season. Runs of halt 
the length of the field appear fre- 
quently in his record. Against Chi- 
cago, in 1900, as I recall it. ho ran 
back one kick-oft' for a touchdown 
and made another dash o£ 50 yards 
on a "skin tackle" play. 


Always a bit wild when in college,

cess. 


Business cares prevented his re- 


turning to Madison except at rare 
intervals and it is a significant com- 
mentary on the floating nature of 
football 
fame—that 
Wisconsin' 


greatest halfback soon became little 
more than a hazy memory—except 
to the rabid old time fai.s.

To County Clerks: 
Chapter 441, Laws of 1929. amended Section 74.03 of 
the 1927 statutes, to permit towns, villages and cities to 
postpone the payment of all or a portion of the taxes 
assessed for town, village or city purpose for a period of 
time not exceeding six months. The law also permits tha 
postponement of one-half of the taxes assessed for county 
purposes under certain conditions. 
The mechanics to be followed by those municipalities 


which elect to postpone taxes are not set forth in the 
amendment. There are, however, certain other statutory 
provisions relating to the collection of taxes and filing of 
tax rolls and delinquent returns, with which any contem- 
plated procedure must comply. 
Under Section 70.68 of the statutes the clerk is to de- 
liver the tax roll to the treasurer with a warrant com- 
manding him to collect the tax on the roll, to pay the 
county treasurer on or before the first Monday in March 
the state taxes, retain and pay out the local taxes, and 
pay the balance to the county treasurer for county pur- 
poses on or before March 22, by which day he Is to make 
return to the county treasurer of the warrant "with said 
roll annexed." 
Under Section 74.08 (2) the treasurer Is to note the pay- 
ment of the tax roll, enter the payment on a receipt and 
a duplicate on a stub of the receipt book and deliver the 
receipt to the payer. 
Under Section 74.09 the stub is to be returned with the 
tax roll to the county treasurer, who files It with the 
county clerk. 
Under Section 74.17, if the local treasurer. Is unable to 


collect any taxes within 
the time prescribed by law 
(March 22) he is to make out a statement of the delinquent 
taxes and submit the same to the county treasurer, who 
shall carefully compare it with the tax roll. 
Under Section 74.33 the county treasurer is required to 


publish notice of sale of delinquent lands to be held the 
second Tuesday in June, and under Section 74.39 he is 
to hold the sale. 
Under Section 74.47 the county treasurer shall Immedi- 
ately after the close of such sale deposit with the county 
clerk all affidavits, notices and papers in relation thereto 
and "also file with the county clerk the stub book, tax 
roll and delinquent return," and the latter is to "preserve 
and file the same in his office." 
The above provisions indicate that there has been pro- 
vided by the statutes an exact and orderly method of pro- 
cedure in colleting taxes and filing books, papers and 
tax rolls. Before March 22 the tax rolls are to be found 
in the office of the local treasurer; after that date and 
until the close of the tax sale in the county treasurer's 
oifice, and thereafter in the county clerk's office. 
Section 74.08 (2) requires the treasurer to receipt for all 
tax collections in duplicate and note the "payment of such 
taxes on the tax roll" which roll, together with the stub 
book is to be filed by him with the county treasurer by 
Alarch 22. Obviously, postponed taxes paid after March 
~>2 can not be noted by the local treasurer on the tax 
roll for the reason that the tax roll and stub books are 
no longer in his possession. 
This situation necessitates 
the use of a postponed tax roll in which the postponed 
taxes are copied before the original tax roll is filled with 
the county treasurer. The postponed tax roll will be filed 
with the county when the local treasurer makes return 
to the county of the delinquent postponed taxes. 
The tax Commission fully appreciates the inconveni- 


ence and added expense which will be occasioned, particu- 
larly in the case of cities, by the necessity of preparing 
postponed rolls. Statutes depriving a person of his prop- 
erty for taxes must, nevertheless, be strictly followed. 
Frankly we know of no other plan for meeting all the 
statutory requirements outlined in the preceding para- 
graphs than the use of postponed rolls If the validity of 
subsequent tax sales, certificates and deeds are not to be 
jeopardized. 
, 
Postponed tax rolls and postponed tax receipt forms 
have been designed by the Tax Commission and a limited 
supply of these forms prepared for distribution. If there 
are any towns, villages or cities in your county which will 
postpone tax payments this year, please notify us and 
we will immediately send you samples of the prescribed 
forms.

After using his farm for the past 


10 years as an experiment station 
for himself and the community, Mr. 
Miller is convinced, absolutely that 
he and 
any other farmer in the 


towns of Vandenbroek 
and Kau- 


kauna, having drained, heavy clay 
soil, such as prevails in these town- 
ships, can raise big crops o£ alfalfa 
and other legumes each season if 
they apply the fertilizers to the soil 
on which alfalfa and other legumes 
depend for feed. 


Another essential of big crops of 


alfalfa is 'the use of Grimm's seed 
or some other equally hardy strain. 
Alfalfa'is itself one of the best fer- 
tilizers of soil for the growing of 
other farm crops and doubly so if a 
good growth is plowed under, accord- 
ing to Mr. Miller. But to grow it- 
self, stand the winters and produce 
big yields, it must set the feed it 
needs itself from the soil such as 
lime, 
phosphate 
and 
potash. 


Through years of continuous crop- 
ping, the original supply of 
these 


plant feeds in the soil have been re- 
moved and marketed 
with grain, 


milk, live stock and hay, says Mr. 
Miller. 
The fertilizers required by 


alfalfa together with 
the nitrogen 


supplied to the Foil by nlfalfa will 
increase the yield oC all other farm 
crops, and largely increase the pro- 
fits of farming. 


The past two j-ears on his experi- 


mental farm, Mr. Miller harvested 
the biggest yields of alfalfa record- 
ed in Outagamie-co as a direct re- 
sult of feeding alfalfa.

greatest possible speed in ^complying 
•with the "SOS," those stirring let- 
ters which denote disaster at sea, are 
being: taken by the federal authorit- 
ies. 


A plan is being: projected to have 


the score of 
navy 
radio stations 


•which dot the Pacific, Atlantic and 
Gulf coasts, take over the national 
"SOS" situation, and direct the dis 
tress traffic activities at all ports. 


The navy is in charge of this work 


at New York, by mutual agreement 
of ship operators and the commerce 
department, but at other key ports 
there is no arrangement of any kind, 
with the result that more expeditious 
service has been noted in the New 
York area in the handling 
of dis- 


tress traffic. 


Although by international 
agree- 


ment the transmitters of ships in dis- 
tress have the right of way over the 
ether, an orderly system of coopera- 
tion by other craft and short sta- 
tions does not exist. 
The vessel in 


closest proximity 
to the disabled 


craft goes to its rescue. 


But it is vital, in the interests of 


speed, that there be some supervls 
ory shore agency which can desig 
nate a. particular shore 
station to 


take up the 
communication, and 


which has authority to order silent 
broadcast and other 
transmitters 


which may be within the interfer- 
ence range of the transmitter on the 
vessel in trouble. 


NAVY HOLD WATCH 


The navy maintains a continuous 


watch on the 500 kilocycle channel, 
.'which is designated 
internationally 


as the distress frequency. It is ideal- 
ly situated, with its 20-odd stations 
along the coasts, to supervise the 
shore activities in assisting in the

tress. 
. It has been decided to call a for- 
mal conference of steam ship operat 
ors, commercial radiotelegraph com 
panies maintaining ship-to-shore ser 
vice, and the various federal agen- 
cies identified both with radio and 
Shipping. 
At this conference, the 


flate for which has not yet been set, 
the general subject of speeding up 
SOS traffic will be considered and 
the plan for navy supervision sug< 
gested. 


As a preliminary conference of-offt 


cials of the navy, shipping board, 
coast guard, and commerce depart- 
ment, called by W. D. Terrell, chief 


•' of the radio division of the commerce 


department, it was agreed that, some- 
thing would be done about tho exist 
ing conditions. 


It also was agreed that the navy 


was the logical agency to take over 


- the function. Capt. S. C. Hooper, di- 


rector of naval communications, is 
preparing a plan along' the lines sug- 
gested.

PLAYS BUT EIGHT HOLES 


Rockefeller is among the millions 


of the game's' followers who do not 
"break 100" for IS holes. 


Unlike the others, however, 
he 


doea not even attempt it, for his 
winter "round" is confined to eight 
holes of a, morning. 


Besides, as often as not, he will 


alternate with his partner in playing 
the same ball, in the Scotch four- 
some style, lie enjoys the novelty 
of situations and the possibilities of 
team-work that this method of play 
provides. 


The Rockefeller game is built on 


accuracy, not length, on direction 
rather,than distance, 011 a. well-con- 
trolled'swing instead of power.

Installation of outlets after a hoube 


is completed, Mr. Luebke, points out, 
is far more expensive than when the 
building is being: erected and can- 
not be done as sati&factorilly.

of appliances used in eveiy home, 
tefrigerators, mangles, 
lions, per- 


colators, ventilation pans, humidi- 
fiers, toasters, curlers, floor 
and 


table lamps, mantel lamps, sinks, 
dish washers, clocks, heaters, wash- 
ing machine, radios, heating pads— 
the installation of a necessary num- 
"ber of outlets is encouraged by the 
1930 
electric code. 
Unless proper 


outlets are installed it is necessary to 


run portable corda to the

placement of at least two or three of
